An investigation by Paul Thompson, 
director of library services, and indiv­ 
idual trustees revealed that no library 
which was surveyed perm its the charg­ 
ing of admission fees of any kind. The 
action took place at a special-meeting. 
Fifteen libraries sim ilar in size to 
Lompoc’s do not 
permit the charging 
of fees, according to Thompson's re­ 
port. 
Trustees Ronald Fick and Russ­ 
ell Manseau reported that libraries they 
had surveyed maintained the no-admis- 
sion policy. 
Larry Grossman, vice chairman, con­ 
cluded the issue with the observation 
that he was happy with the results of 
the surveys. 
“ So many people have 
given so much to the library it would 
be a shame if they had to start paying 
adm issions,” he said. 
The issue came to the fore this week 
after a committee had incorporated a 
no*admission clause in the policy state­ 
ment for public use of the multi-purpose 
room. 
At that time, the trustees app­ 
roved an arrangement for a musical 
group to give concerts and charge a 
sm all donation. 
Last night the trust­ 
ees agreed to perm it the group to give 
the first performance free to the public 
and a second with the donation arrange­ 
ment. After that the no-admission policy 
will go into effect. 
E arlier in the week the trustees mod­ 
ified the policy statement to include 
the board had some latitude in assessing 
individual 
requests 
for performance 
privileges. 
The modification remains, 
the the trustees made it clear that they 
want to avoid the practice of permitting 
groups to charge admissions. 
In other action, the trustees recom­ 
mended that the library request the use 
of $400 annually to finance library-re­ 
lated programs which would be presented 
free to the public.

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Nixon approves modified 
defensive missile plans

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on decided today to proceed with a 
“substantially 
modified” antiballistic 
m issile system which would be unmista­ 
kably defensive in character. 
The Nixon plan — announced in a news 
conference statement —would move ABM 
sites away from big city areas but 
would still cost $6 billion to $7 bil­ 
lion. The outlay estim ated in the John­ 
son Administration for the coming year, 
however, would be cut in half. 
Nixon said the Sentinel system he has 
decided upon has three major aims: 
—To protect U S land-based retalia­ 
tory forces against direct attack by the 
Soviet Union. 
—To 
defend 
the American 
people 
against any nuclear attack the Chinese 
Communists would be able to mount in 
the next 10 years. 
—To safeguard against any accidental 
m issile firings from any source. 
After weighing the controversial de­ 
cision for weeks after suspending work 
on the Sentinel pending 
a review, the 
President said: 
“ I am deeply sympathetic to the con­ 
cerns of private citizens and members 
of Congress that we do only that which is 
necessary for our national security. This 
is why I am recommending a minimum 
program essential for our security. 
It is my duty as President to make cer­ 
tain that we do no less. ” 
The Sentinel system initiated by P res­ 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson would have es­ 
tablished 15 ABM sites mainly near ma- 
major U.S. cities. 
Nixon said that under his plan the 
deployment will be changed to give loc­ 
al defense of selected Minutemen in­ 
tercontinental ballistic m issile (CBM) 
sites, bomber bases and vital command 
centers. 
He told the American people he re­ 
jected two o tte r options — one, to in­ 
crease the number of U S sea and land- 
based m issiles and bomber; second, the 
harden existing retaliatory m issile forc­ 
es by placing them in heavily reinforced 
underground silos. 
Instead, Nixon said, he decided to 
proceed with deployment of a “ modified 
system — . . . designed so that its 
defensive intent is unmistakable.” 
The President said the first deploy­ 
ment will protect two m issile sites 
In addition, Nixon said, the entire ABM 
system will be reviewed annually by his 
Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board —a 
group of private citizens 
Nixon said the Russians have already 
gone ahead with a m issile defense sys­ 
tem ringing Moscow and “ we will not 
have a comparable capability for over 
four years.” 
He also declared that “ the Chinese 
threat against our population as well as 
the danger of an accidental attack can­ 
not be ignored.” 
DMZ fight policy 
told by military 


SAIGON (UPI) - The United States 
has ordered its soldiers not to fire into 
the North Vietnam half of the border 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) unless guer­ 
rillas there first shoot at them, U.S. 
m ilitary sources said today. 
The policy, in effect since President 
Johnson stopped the bombing of North 
Vietnam Nov. 1 but revealed by offi­ 
cial sources for the first time today, 
has rankled U.S. commanders along 
South Vietnam’s northern tier. 
These commanders say the policy lets 
the Communists set up camps and guns 
that threaten U.S. Marine positions along 
the zone. Yet the U.S. soldiers can fire 
only when fired on from the northern 
sector, and that has happened just eight 
tim es since Nov. 1, U.S. figures show.

Senate gives approval 
to nuclear arms treaty 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The nuclear 
nonproliferation 
treaty 
has won ap­ 
proval of the U.S. Senate — a step ob­ 
serv ers interpreted as the biggest hur­ 
dle for the historic arm s agreement. 
Of the other two superpowers a par­ 
ty to the treaty, Britain has ratified 
but the Soviet Union has not. But Mos­ 
cow strongly favors the treaty, and now 
that the United States has approved it, 
the Soviet Union is "expected to follow 
suit within a few months, along with many 
sm aller nations. 
The Senate approved the treaty 83 
to 15 Thursday, after rejecting all ef­ 
forts to restrict its meaning with Amer­ 
ican reservations and understandings. 
But Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield 
said he believed President 
Nixon would be in no hurry to deposit 
the instruments of ratification, in which 
the United States would formally com­ 
mit itself to the term s of the treaty. 
The Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has recommended the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the United States ratify the 
treaty simultaneously to avoid “ insofar 
as possible misunderstandings which 
might otherwise arise.”

PARIS (UPI) — Communist diplomats 
once again called on the United States 
today to negotiate directly with the Viet 
Cong In an effort to break the deadlock 
In the Vietnam talks. They said U S 
refusal was the major b arrier to a peace 
settlement. 
At the eighth session of the four-pow. 
e r talks Thursday, Allied and Commu­ 
nist negotiators traded charges over the 
current Communist offensive in Vietnam. 
Viet Cong Foreign Minister Tran Buu 
Kiem said the offensive would continue. 
He accused the Nixon administration of 
trying to “trick ” world public opinion 
in condemning Communist shelling of 
civilian targets 
The session ended with this exchange 
between chief American negotiator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and his North Vietnamese 
counterpart, Xuan Thuy: 
Lodge: “I reject your allegations.”

“ I reject your rejections.” 
Lodge had charged the shellings were 
aimed at terrorizing South Vietnam’s 
civilian population “ into subm ission.” 
Viet Cong spokesmen said today their 
delegation was prepared for “ serious” 
talks with the United States outside the

Ellington Air Force Base near Houston 
when the spacemen arrive about 5 p.m. 
EST. 
McDivitt, Scott and Schweickart dined 
on steak and straw berry shortcake by 
candlelight

of their spectacularly successful flight 
which proved the lunar lander was ready 
to orbit the moon in May and land 
Americans there in July. 
They had breakfast with Guadalcanal 


skipper Roy M. Sudduth before boarding 
the helicopters. 
During the flight, McDivitt, 
39, and 
Scott, 36, both Air Force colonels, and 
Schweickart, 
a 33-year-old 
civilian, 
completed 151 full orbits around the 
earth. 
McDivitt and Schweickart cut the bug- 
like lunar lander away from the mother 
ship and flew it for nine hours.

Nixon was asked at a news conference 
if he would elaborate on the “ appro­ 
priate response” which he had announc­ 
ed at his last news conference March 4 
against the continuing Communist at­ 
tacks on South Vietnamese cities and 
abuse of the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Vietnam. 
Nixon immediately referred to his pre­ 
vious news conference at which he spoke 
of an “ appropriate response” by the 
United States in retaliation and noted 
that his word has been widely interpret­ 
ed as a warning. 


“ My policy as President will be to Is- 
sure a warning only once,” Nixon said. 
“There will be no additional warning.” 
The upshot of this exchange was to 
leave the question of the kind of “ appro­ 
priate response” still undeclared. 


Observers believe that Nixon would 
make known U S feelings to the Com­ 
munists energetically through diploma- 
tic channels while reserving the right, 
but not commiting himself publicly, to 
serve military retaliation

Gov. Ronald Reagan disclosed 
plans for the legislation Thurs­ 
day.

Both houses of the legislature 
are taking their usual three - 
day weekend after m e e t i n g 
briefly Thursday morning.

Reagan said in a statement is­ 
sued by his office. 
The m easures would cover 
three main points: 
—Allow the state real estate 
com m issioner to prevent sales 
of subdivisions which prom ised 
improvements that are not fi­ 
nancially feasible. 
— Require each promotional 
subdivider to report the names 
of all defaulting purchasers to 
the real estate com m issioner as 
a means of helping detect pos­ 
sible problem s early. 
—Allow purchasers of specu­ 
lative subdivision lots to with­ 
draw from sale contracts after 
they are signed unless a special 
state report on the subdivision 
is shown before the sale. 
Chappie hailed the legislation 
as a method of assuring 
he 
has “ proper controls over p r o 
motional type developments in 
virgin land a re a s.” 
Sen. Alfred E Alquist, D - 
San Jose, who plans to co-au­ 
thor the bills, said he had urged 
a study of the promotional sub­ 
division 
problem during the 


1968 legislative session. 
He praised the plan as a 
means of bringing the state

Campus revolts: will laws help? 
Former secretary cleared of wrong doing

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPR 
-California gave birth to the 
1960’s campus rebel, but this 
year the state’s lawmakers are 
determined 
to 
subdue 
the 
troublemakers. 
Up for consideration by the 
lawmakers are about 80 bills 
meant to get the dissidents off 
campus and, in some cases, 
behind bars. 
Legislators have considered 
everything from building walls 
around the schools to selling 
them. Their decisions may well 
influence 
legislative 
action 
elsewhere. 
Almost certainly the result 
will 
be 
a 
tightening 
of 
government control over higher 
education 
Another result has been the 
entrance of partisan politics 
into the higher education scene. 
Most of the restrictive legisla- 
tion was presented by Republi­ 
cans, and members of both 
.parties accuse the other of 
exploiting 
the 
situation for 
political purposes. 
The Legislature has shown a 
new 
reluctance 
to 
approve 
educational reform and a new 
willingness 
to 
cut 
college 
budgets. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan believes 
“ violence itself” has become 
the 
issue, and recent polls 
indicate that many Californians 
agree with him, as do people 
around the nation. 
“ The issue is simple,” Rea­ 
gan says, “ the orderly process 
of education can’t go forward in 
an atmosphere of violence.”

MENLO PARK, Calif. (UPD 
—Predictions 
of 
a 
major 
earthquake in California next 
month 
have 
“ no 
scientific 
support” 
according 
to 
a 
government expert on temblors. 
L. C. Pakiser, chief of the 
Geological Survey’s office of 
earthquake research, issued his 
statement Thursday after the 
Interior Department received 
many inquiries from Califor­ 
nians 
There have been fore­ 
casts that the entire state might 
fall into the ocean early in 
April. 
“ Earthquakes are, after all, 
normal occurrences in this part 
of the nation,” Pakiser said.’ 
“ But it is wrong to imply that 
there is scientific support for 
one to occur this particular 
month.” 
He said there has been no 
breakthrough 
in 
earthquake 
predicting. 
“ At present, about all we can; 
say is that we can expect tens 
of thousands of microtremors, 
many moderate earthquakes, a 
few severe ones, and perhaps 
one great quake between now 
and the end of the century. ” 
On the basis of scientific 
inquiry, Pakiser said, we can 
expect 100 or more microtre- 
mors in the San F rancisco Bay 
area alone in April and several 
hundred in the state

WASHINGTON (UPI)

tant 
demonstrators 
chanting 
“ white racist” roughed up San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto 
at 
Georgetown 
University 
Thursday night when he arrived 
to deliver a speech on “ Law 
and the Campus.” 
About 60 demonstrators gath­ 
ered outside Gaston Hall, the 
university auditorium, shouted 
obscenities at the Mayor when 
he arrived and then jostled him 
about 
as he made his way 
inside. 
When he reached the stage, 
other protesters knocked over 
the podium and ripped out the 
microphones he was to have 
used to address an estimated 
800 persons in the hall. Alioto 
was ushered out without deliver­ 
ing the speech. 
The mayor said later he was 
not injured because students 
“ did a good job of protecting 
me.” No police were summoned 
to the campus, adjacent to one 
of Washington’s most fashion*, 
ble residential areas. 
Alioto delivered the speech 
later to an audience of about 
100

in

quarters of the Jesuit universi- 
ty's faculty. 
School 
officials

Reagan ran for governor in 
1966 with talk about cleaning up 
the “ mess at Berkeley,” and 
now the Caifornia Legislature 
is acting, largely prompted by 
the months of violence at San 
Francisco State College andUC 
Berkeley. 
The state Senate has already 
passed 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
Assembly two bills which would 
make it a felony to assault a 
campus police 
officer 
and 
enable school officials to exile 
from the campus anyone they 
believe 
would 
disrupt

educational process. 
Two Assembly committees 
have 
concerned 
themselves 
primarily with college violence 
legislation. A subcommittee on 
educational environment 
has

demonstrations, as well as the 
cures.

Hairdressers’ Secret 
FASHION IN THE NEWS

N EW YO RK —(N E A )—In the s m a l l 
neighborhood beauty shops and in posh 
beauty salons the hairdresser reigns su­ 
preme. For he’s the fellow who puts the 
icing on the cake at least once a week and 
sends us chicks 
away 
feeling better- 
equipped to cope with the world. 


W ill Shakespeare said, 
“ Frailty 
thy 
name is woman.” But it’s a rare woman 
today who wouldn’t admit that “ vanity” 
would more aptly apply than does W ill’s 
“ frailty.” And why not? You’ve come a 
long way, lady, as the television commer­ 
cial says, and frailty sure doesn’t apply 
any more. 


Yet we do feel defenseless if we must 
face a job, PTA meeting, bridge club or 
even a neighbor if our crowning glory is 
a stringy mess. And we get to the hair­ 
dresser at the earliest opportunity. 


So much for the fortunate among us who 
can do just that. But there are others— 
hospital patients, prison inmates, women 
in mental institutions, the blind — who 
can’t. 


Because of these people, hairdressers 
across the country, most of whom are sen­ 
sitive and creative, interpret “ vanity” as 
“ morale.” 


“ We believe that looking good, is often 
only a small step away from feeling good,” 
said Jack Jaffry, executive secretary of 
the New York Hairdressers’ Board of 
Trade. “ And so for years we have been 
devoting our time and talents to the sick 
and less-privileged in our communities 
without pay, equipment or the funds for 
needed tools.” 


Many of us think of our hairdresser as 
cur friend. We dish with him about mutual 
“ friends.” We tell him our problems. In 
all honesty we know that it’s not just 
whether or not she colors her hair that 
“ only her hairdresser would know.” But 
has that artful manipulator of your curly 
locks ever bent your ear about his or her 
outside life? Have you been burdened with 
tales of after-hours unpaid work at hos­ 
pitals, prisons, mental institutions, homes 
for the blind? I ’ll wager not. 


“ For years we have been working at 
these institutions on our days off,” said 
Jaffry. “ There were no facilities and we 
brought along what equipment we could— 
like hand dryers. And it was worth it. I 
wish I were articulate enough to describe 
the look in the eyes of those people. 


“ Take the mental institutions. All the 
patients aren't incurably ill. But they feel 
that the outside world isn’t very with them. 
A new hairdo makes them feel less re­ 
jected and more a part of the normal 
world.'’ 


Sometimes there was opposition from 
the institution. A cosmetologist from Je f­ 
ferson, W’is., tried to break down barriers 
to work with the mentally retarded and 
claimed she had no co-operation from the 
superintendent of the hospital. 


“ But he’s new in this type of work,” she 
wrote in a letter to the Volunteer Beauty 
Care Fund, the hairdressers' public serv­ 
ice group. “ And he put the beauty salon 
under the supervision of the nursing staff. 
The head nurse doesn’t go to a beauty 
salon or care.” The volunteer couldn’t get 
far in her endeavor to help the patienio 
under that setup. But she spoke to the in­ 
stitution s social worker who is now try­ 
ing hard to change the situation. 


This beauty program has been going on 
at the Lighthouse for the Blind, too. 


“ We actually teach the blind to handle 
themselves,” Jaffry said. “ We teach them 
how to do things with their own hair and 
each others. And the results are remark­ 
ably gratifying.” 


According to Jaffry, there was no diffi­ 
culty in getting the hairdressers and cos­ 
metologists organized to give of their 
time and often their own money for equip­ 
ment. Still this could not be a big move­ 
ment under such poor circumstances and 
a lack of backing. 
Then c a m e the “ Marines.” Clairol’s 
founder, Lawrence M. Gelb, conceived the 
Volunteer Beauty Care Fund. Its purpose 
is to provide funds for the continuation and 
expansion of public service activities by 
America’s hairdressers and cosmetologists 
on a nationwide basis. Beauty salons and 
needed equipment have been provided in 
30 grants during its first year of existence. 
Hospitals and other institutions have bene­ 
fited—even children’s homes where groom­ 
ing is taught — in Alabama, California, 
Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Min­ 
nesota. Mississippi. Missouri, Nebraska, 


Nevada, New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee and Wisconsin. 
The newest achievement is the beauty 
center for patients at Lincoln Hospital lo­ 
cated in a deprived section of the Bronx 
in New York City. 
The hairdressers still give of their time 
without pay.

MIAMI, Fla. (UPI) - Earl 
Weaver doesn’t beat around the 
bush-he thinks his Baltimore 
Orioles can win the American 
League Championship this year.

“ I don’t see any reason why 
we can’t be right up there,” 
said Weaver, a scrappy little 
fellow who knows full well that 
such optimism in the springtime 
puts a manager squarely on the 
spot.

“ We were second last year 
and, while we were 12 games 
behind

we actually 
were one game better than the 
Tigers during the second half of 
the season,” Weaver pointed 
out. “ I believe we can start 
right out playing the first half 
of 
this season the way we 
played the second half of last.” 
The Orioles cooked their 1968 
chances with a bad start that 
also cooked Hank Bauer as 
manager. 
Weaver 
replaced 
Bauer on July 11. 
“ That bad start last year was 
nobody’s fault,” said Weaver, 
without 
mentioning 
Bauer’s 
name. “ There were a lot of 
injuries, including Frank Robin­ 
son’s mumps.” 
Crossing his fingers against a 
similar series of disasters this 
year, Weaver frankly admits, “ I 
can practically name my whole 
regular lineup right now. We’re 
set and I doubt the rest of 
spring 
training 
can 
change 
things much.” 
Weaver proceeds to prove his 
point. 
Starting with pitchers, he has 
the top three starting 
jobs 
allotted to 22-game winner Dave 
McNally, 18-game winner Jim 
Hardin 
and 
15- game winner 
Tom Phoebus. 
Weaver figures the Orioles 
added their No. 4 starter when 
they obtained 31-year old Mike 
Cuellar 
from 
the 
Houston 
Astros where he had an 8-11 
record. 
“ That leaves about five guys 


fighting for the No. 5 job,” said 
Weaver. 
Among these, Weaver named 
Jim 
Palmer, 
the 
15-game 
winner of two years ago who 
has had arm miseries but now 
appears recovered; Dave Leon­ 
hard, 7-7 last year and rookie 
Mike Adamson, who has been 
throwing bullets. 
The catching crew, headed by 
Andy Etchebarren, was solid. 
Three of the Oriole’s infiel­

Brooks Robinson. And shortstop

agers often have to smoke at 
home, in order to escape the 
police. 
Spending long amounts 
of time in a locked room often 
is a sign of marijuana smoking. 
Your son or daughter will 
have an inability to do school- 
work, 
hold 
a job, or other 
interests. He only cares about 
his smoking and as a result 
his only companions are ‘pot 
smokers' also.

William 
Gragg, 
chief Juvenile Officer of the 
Lompoc Police Department had 
the 
following 
signs 
from a 
medical point of view. Mari­ 
juana 
affects 
the 
central 
nervous system. The pupils will 
tend to dilate, the eyes will 
become bloodshot. The sense of 
time, space, balance, and judg­ 
ment will become affected in a 
negative direction. 
Marijuana has a mild effect 
compared to other drugs which 
are used by local teen-agers. 
In the great majority of cases 
most of the users started out 
on marijuana which led to hard­ 
er drugs such as LSD, opium and 
methadrene (speed). 
Sergeant 
Gragg pointed out that the nor­ 
mal dosage in an aspirin tablet 
is 1-3 of a gram, while 1-1,000, 
000 of a gram of LSD is enough 
to send you on a trip. 
LSD 
symptoms are much like those 
of 
Marijuana, 
only harsher. 
Loss 
of interest in school, 
pride, and dependability are 


often the personal character­ 
istics that accompany drug use. 
Gragg noted that the cost to 
a heroin user to feed his habit 
is anywhere from $10 to $100 
a day. 
To get this money he 
has to do some large-scale 
stealing; 
which makes 
the 
crime rate in the city go up. 
The cost to the taxpayer doesn’t 
stop here as police must be 
used to apprehend him, the 
trial usually costs the taxpayer 
money and it costs money to 
rehabilitate the user. 
These 
are 
two 
major 
problems which face the police 
department in their effort to 
suppress the drug user. 
One 
is the availability of drugs. The 
law 
must 
supress the drug 
supply before it can win the 
fight against teen-age drug use, 
said Lt. Harry Hobson, Chief 
Juvenile Officer, Santa Barbara 
Police Department. 
He also 
noted that there is human desire 
to use drugs; anything to try 
something different. 
But he 
went on to say that law en­ 
forcement does have a deter­ 
rent value in the fight against 
drug abuse. 
The final statement was that 
society must do every ting in 
its power by the use of social 
institutions, communication and 
education to stop the drug use 
in Santa Barbara County. 
If 
the trend continues as lt has 
for the last three years, there 
will be over 500 teen-age re- 
ferals this year attributed to 
drug use. 
The rise in adult 
referals should go from 200 
to 250.

Annual 
Report for 1968 
shows that recreation visitor- 
days use for the year exceed­ 
ed two million, an all time high 
for the Los Padres. It is esti­ 
mated that this use will increase 
at the rate l'/2 tim es the in­ 
crease in population 


The R eport also indicated that 
wildfire was a threat to Los Pa­ 
d res 79 tim es during the year, 
the 
largest 
number of fires 
since the Forest was created 
65 years ago! Man’s use of the 
F orest is the m ajor factor in 
this increasing number of fire s. 
Fortunately, only 3,693 acres of 
w atershed 
were 
destroyed, 
damage to private property was 
sm all and no human lives were 
lost 


In commenting on the Report, 
F orest Supervisor William H. 
Hansen said that the greatest 
challenge 
facing 
the Forest 
Service today is to manage and 
protect the watershed, and still 
provde recreation facilities and 
maintain the natural Forest en­ 
vironment. The Los Padres Na­ 
tional Forest stretches from 
the Monterey Coast to the North­ 
ern portion of 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
and 
encom passes ap­ 
proxim ately two million acres. 


Because of the extensive flood 
damage in the Forest, visitors 
are urged to inquire at Forest 
Stations about road, trail and 
campground conditions before 
starting on a trip into the F or­ 
est 


Hansen said that cooperation 
from Forest users, local Gov­ 
ernm ent agencies 
and others 
was extrem ely helpful in the 
F o re st’s efforts to do a better 
job of management. Copies of

NEW YORK (UPI)—Dr. De­ 
nis P. Burkitt has a theory on 
how a virus or viruses could 
cause cancer in human beings, 
and cancer science is listening 
both with respect and interest. 
His is one of the big names. 
So far he is the only scientist to 
associate viruses with a part­ 
icular human cancer. 
In lab­ 
oratories throughout the world 
it is called by this name — 
“ the Burkitt lymphona.’’ 
The 
universal 
interest is 
because of the logical certainty 
that viruses cause at least some 
human cancers even though it 
hasn’t been proved. Viruses 
cause cancer in other mammals 
and fowl. Logically the human 
being couldn’t be exempt. 
But how viruses do it in 
people is very far from being

of 
research by scores of scient­ 
ists. 
If viruses do it, they do it by 
no obvious means because all 
of them-as well as. means not 
at all obvious- have been ex- 
haustevely explored.

specific viruses for mouse and 
fowl 
cancers, 
but 
without 
doubting 
viruses 
can 
cause 
human cancers. They suspect 
commonplace viruses of behav­ 
ing 
in 
extraordinary 
ways 
because of extraordinary cir­ 
cumstances. 
And that is the essense of 
Burkitt’s theory, newly pro­ 
posed in the journal of the 
National Cancer Institute, Be- 
thesda, Md. He devised it to 
explain the peculiarities of the 
Burkitt lymphoma which, be­ 
cause it seem s so clearly of 
viral original, has fascinated 
cancer science for some 10 
years. 
The first and still persistent 
thought was that it had to be 
caused by a specific virus which 
was transm itted from person to 
person by some “ vector,” such 
as the mosquito, as m alaria is 
transm itted. 
But 
the 
only 
viruses associated with it have 
been ordinary and generally 
harm less viruses. 
The Burkitt lymphoma, Burk­ 
itt reminded, occurs only in 
tropical areas, 
especially in 


Africa where native populations 
are 
heavily 
and chronically 
infected 
with 
the 
m alarial 
parasite. 
In sim ilar areas 
where m alaria has been wiped 
out by control of mosquitoes, the 
Burkitt lymphoma is all but 
non existent. 
Chronic infestations with the 
m alarial 
or other 
parasites 
could alter or “ condition” the 
defenses contained in the body’s 
reticuloendothelial 
system 
(RES). Burkitt proposed. 
We all have an RES. Its cells 
form the first line of defenses 
against all invading parasites 
including viruses and bacteria. 
They are distributed throughout 
our bodies, especially in lymph 
channels and organs. Burkitt’s 
cancer is a lymphoma because 
it rises in lymph tissues. 
He postulated that common­ 
place 
viruses 
occasionally 
cause a self-lim ited and hence 
non-cancerous proliferation of 
lymph cells. But if the RES 
has been altered or “ condit­ 
ioned’ by a chronic infestation 
of m alarial p arasites, these 
proliferations could than be un­ 
limited and hence cancerous, 
he said.

Damage in 
Los Padres 
revealed 


This year’s torrential rains 
between January 18th and 26th 
and February 19th and 25th in 
Los Padres National Forest re­ 
sulted in severe landslides and 
washouts. Roads, trails, camp­ 
grounds and debris dams all suf­ 
fered 
damage.

Forest Supervisor William H. 
Hansen, the Forest Service has 
a m ajor rebuilding job ahead.

In addition, some camp- 
grounds will not be available for 
use until late in the year. 
The Supevisor reminded the 
public that they should refrain 
from visiting Forest areas dur­ 
ing heavy storm s and always 
check on conditions after these 
storm s before leaving for the 
mountains. Severe damage can 
be done by driving on soft road 
beds in addition to the possi­ 
bility of becoming stuck or 
stranded. Special care needs to 
be exercised in snow areas.

Avocado 
grow ers in Santa 
B arbara County lost about a 
half million dollars because of 
the January - February floods, 
Farm Advisor George Goodall, 
Santa B arbara, estim ates. 


The University of C alifor­ 
nia avocado expert said most 
of the damage occurred in the 
foothills behind C arpinteriaand 
Goleta. Some 500 of the coun­ 
ty ’s 7,500 acres of avocado 
groves were affected. But not 
all of these acres were a to­ 
tal loss, he said. 


“ Probably 5,000 tre es were 
drowned 
out,” said Goodall. 
“ Figuring $10 
per 
tree, this 
adds up to a $50,000 loss. Be­ 
sides the drowned - out trees, 
about 61 acres of avocado o r­ 
chards were washed out or sev­ 
erely eroded. 
“The value of the washed-out 
land averages $5,000 per acre. 
This adds another $300,000 to 
the loss picture. 


“ A third type of damage is 
less easy to evaluate. This 
is the increase and spread of 
root rot that will result from 
the soil’s being saturated with 
m oisture. 
Fifty or 60 acres 
will probably be infected and 
eventually lost to production. ”

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No argument 


Trustees of the Lompoc Library Board debated the problem 
this week of the policy relating to the use of the facility’s multi­ 
purpose room 
The reason for the debate was the request of a music group 
to seek donations from library patrons attending a series of 
planned concerts in the multi-purpose facility. 
The board will presently permit the use of the room by non­ 
profit groups whose purpose are non-partisan and non-sectar­ 
ian There can be no argument with this uncomplicated policy. 
However, there can be argument over permitting fund donations 
for the appearances of any cultural group in the facility be it 


musical, artistic, hobbyists or, lecturer. The request of a 
donation, or a financial charge of any type, destroys the concept 
of a free public library. 


The answer to the defrayment of expenses of such artists 
appearing in the free public library multi-purpose room lies 
in sponsorship by interested and related groups and associa­ 
tions. 


It is hoped that the library board of trustees will see no need 
to modify any policy which states that no admission charges 
or any collections be taken. 
Bad news for crooks 


CDI is one of a number of companies which do not manufac­ 
ture computers but specialize in their application to different 
fields. In law enforcement, this involves advising, training and 
working with local police and justice personnel through the 
whole range of their activities — from departmental organiza­ 
tion and administration to recruitment to patrol beats to traf­ 
fic studies to court and prison operation. 


One of the most provocative uses of electronic law enforce­ 
ment is in the study of crime patterns in any given area by 
day of the week and hour of theday. With their “ electronic aux­ 
iliary,” police have frequently been able to predict the occur­ 
rence of an attempted crime to its exact location and time. 


Americans spent more than $2‘/2 billion on their law enforce­ 
ment departments last year. Even in this inflated age, that’s a 
lot of money, and since neither crime nor traffic nor any other 
area promises to get smaller, the cost can only go higher. 
Because it is such big business and important business, 
“ it is only logical that our cities will be running these opera­ 
tions with all the tools now utilized routinely by large corpora­ 
tions,” predicts one expert. 
According to Prof. William Hewitt, senior law enforcement 
consultant for Cybernetics Development, Inc., of Englewood, 
N.J., between 65 and 85 per cent of the nation’s law enforce­ 
ment agencies will soon turn to computer - based information 
and electronic crime prevention systems.

Two thoughts 


The drinking driver has troubled law 
enforcement and contributed to statis­ 
tics for years, but local police officials 
are troubled by what they see as a sharp 
upward trend in the mixture of gaso­ 
line and alcohol. 
There 
have been 
nearly 60 arrests or 
citations 
since 
Jan. 
1, 
for what the law 
trade calls 23102a— 
or drunk driving. The 
figure also includes 
those classified 
as 
“ drunk in auto,” or 
“ drunk at the scene 
of 
an 
accident.” 
These 
latter desig­ 
nations 
are 
plain 
admissions that the police were unable 
to place the individual behind the wheel 
of the car with substantial evidence. 
Obviously 
many 
of 
those 
caught 
up in the lesser charges were driving 
while under the influence of alcohol 
— if the police could only prove it. 
The total of those actually charged 
with all the offenses 
exceeds the total 
for the first two months of 1968, by a 
substantial margin. And citations dur­ 
ing the first 10 days of March at 16 
are exactly double the figure for the 
first 10 days of March 1968. 
The penalties for conviction under 
Penal 
Code Section 23102a are stiff, 
although the public may not think so. 
A first offender usually gets off with a 
fine of about $376 but a second offender 
has the fine doubled and must spend a 
mandatory five days in City Jail. He 
may also lose his right to drive for a 
year. Some of the first offenders and 
even the second offenders peal off the 
fine money without batting an eyelash, 
but the five days in jail can upset even 
the most apathetic driver. Loss of driv­ 
ing privileges is also tough to take. 
Justice Court Judge Terrill F. Cox 
declines to accept the tag, “ hard on drunk 
drivers,” but his sentiments on the sub­ 
ject are well known. In his view if you 
drink you shouldn't drive and if you do 
and you get caught, he’s there to exer­ 
cise his judicial judgement. 
At the state level help for law enforce­ 
ment may be on its way. For example, 
the legislators keep working away at 
definitions of “ drunk driving,” in terms 
of alcohol content in the blood or urine. 
There is also a move to reclassify to 
felony status an accident in which the 
drinking driver only is injured. At pres­ 
ent it is a felony only if some person 
other than the drinking driver is in­ 
jured or there is damage to the proper­ 
ty of others. The charges of 23102a are 
also sometimes dropped if the drinking 
driver has suffered a serious injury in 
an accident involving only his car. All 
this may be changed. If it is, the drink­ 
ing driver may wake up in the hospital 
to learn that he faces serious charges. 
This reporter discussed the issues 
with Police Chief Ray Robertson this 
week and came away better informed. 
It seems that contrary to popular con­ 
ception, a driver who has been stopped 
for a routine investigation on a minor 
traffic violation cannot be cited for 
drunk driving unless the charge can be 
supported 
by blood, urine or breath 
analysis. 


As a precaution against later mishap, 
however, the local police diplomatically 
separate the driver from his car and 
send him home in a taxi — this of course 
only if alcohol has been detected by an 
officer and the level is below that that 
would subject the driver to the 23102a 
charge. 
These are some of the grim facts, 
facts that may become grimmer before 
we get through the woods, so to speak. 
It’s kind of a solo thought on my part, 
but I think the proposed Lompoc Valley

Black studies

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Once student rebels have seized upon 
an issue like “ black studies,” it is diffi­ 
cult for anyone to cut through the fog of 
emotionalism they generate and look r^ 
tionally at the matter. 
To judge from the frenzy, the vio­ 
lence and the vandalism being visited 
upon such campuses as San Francisco 
State and the University of Wisconsin, 
black studies are the biggest thing in 
the nation today. 
The demands, ini­ 
tially 
advanced by 
black 
students 
but 
usually taken up by 
some white rebels, 
generally begin with 
a call for courses in 
“ black subjects” and 
go all the way to in­ 
sistence on degrees 
in the field, separ­ 
ate departments (in 
one case, a separate 
college), all-black faculty chosen by black 
students without control or interference 
from the general faculty or university 
administrators. 
Both black and white rebels making 
these demands normally couple them 
with a blanket charge that the school 
they are attacking as inadequate or lack­ 
ing in black studies is governed by 
“ white racism.” 
It seemed useful, therefore, to take a 
look at some strictly or largely Negro 
colleges — presumably free of the racist 
charge — to see what they have done and 
are doing in black studies. 
Inquiries at Howard University in 
Washington, 
the five-school 
complex 
at the Atlanta University Center, and 
Tuskegee Institute in Alabama disclosed 
that only Howard now grants degrees in 
such studies. Tuskegee plans to start 
doing so next fall, but Atlanta still does 
not. 
Howard has been awarding master’s 
degrees in an African Studies Program 
since 1957. In 12 years, no more than 
40 have been given, and at least half of 
these have gone to African students. But 
the number seeking such degrees has dot* 
bled in the last two years and in the cur­ 
rent year alone there are 95 candidates. 
What has happened to the American 


blacks who took African studies degrees 
at Howard? Officials indicate that most 
have gone into teaching African sti* 
dies to others. Some wind up in govern­ 
ment research or other work requiring 
African language or expertise. 
At Atlanta, courses in African history, 
culture, language, peoples and econom­ 
ics have been given for periods of one 
or two years to a decade. Some relate 
African history to that of America or 
the Caribbean region. A few treat of 
the Negro and religion, or of his art 
and music. 
. 
The variety is probably greater at 
Howard, where 12 different African lang­ 
uages, including Swahili and Congolese, 
are taught. Tuskegee appears to offer a 
more limited range of choices. 
Only a few courses sound as if they 
hail direct application to African Negro 
life. One at Atlanta deals with black fam­ 
ily life, another is called “ Racism and 
the Law.” 
Most southern Negro students, say the 
officials at Atlanta and Tuskegee, take 
courses in African history or culture 
in the context of more general studies 
of America and the world. Their inter­ 
est seems to be to relate their African 
heritage to America. 
The 
disruptive 
students 
at 
Wis­ 
consin and other northern schools ap­ 
pear rather to be insisting that black 
studies, heavily bent toward Africa, 
should be a major end in themselves — 
a means of preparing them for life in 
this country and of their helping others 
in the U.S. black community to “ lib­ 
erate themselves” 
from 
repressive 
while racism. 
Vet the experience at Howard over 12 
years suggests there is something pair* 
fully circular about the process the mili­ 
tant blanks and their white supporters 
are calling for. Students are demanding 
the chance to become experts in Afri­ 
can studies so they can teach others to 
become similar specialists who in turn 
will do the same. 
But 
even 
granting the educatioi* 
al expansion and the growth of goveri* 
ment foreseen for the decades ahead, how 
wide is the utility of each study in a na- 
tion of mounting millions where millions 
6f jobs calling for quite different kinds 
of expertise will beckon? 


W ashington calling by M arq uis Child; 
Hard to accept 


TOKYO 
— 
How to lose a war 
and win the peace. For America’s ene­ 
mies in World War II, Germany and Ja­ 
pan, that is the lesson of the past three 
decades. 
Both the defeated nations are riding a 
high tide of economic triumph. The Ja­ 
panese miracle is even more impres­ 
sive than the much-heralded 
German 
miracle. While Britain and France strug­ 
gle with a grave currency crisis, the 
yen and the German mark have a granite 
solidity in the markets of the world. 
The triumph was achieved in both 
countries with a massive infusion of 
American aid. American bombers had 
wrought 
widespread destruction and 
taken a toll of thousands upon thousands 
of lives. We set out to bind up the wounds 
of the fallen foe. 
But American polic> 
in the postwar world 
with the goal of con­ 
taining 
communism 
had 
another 
motive 
' > 
. 
grounded, 
or so 
it 
d r 
was believed, in the 
reality of stern self- 
1 


interest. Once restor­ 
ed, Germany and Ja­ 
pan would be Amer­ 
ica’s 
allies in the 
struggle against communism — Germany 
as a barrier in eastern Europe, Japan 
as an offset to communist China. If we 
don’t help them, the elementary logic 
went, they will go communist. 
Looking enviously at the miracle of 
victory out of defeat, there are Ameri­ 
cans today who feel the restoration went 
much too fast and too far. They see Ja­ 
pan and Germany offering competition 
hard to meet. And those who cling to the 
illusion of containment sputter indig­ 
nantly as trade figures show both na­ 
tions doing an ever-increasing business 
with the communist bloc, including Red 
China. 
Steel is a prime example. Intensive 
bombing of Japan flattened virtually all 
the nation’s steel plants. Those built 
since 1945 have a much higher level of 
the new and most economical techniques 
than does the American steel industry. 
That is one reason Japan can invade the 
American market so successfully that 
“ voluntary” quotas on steel exports 
to the United States have been applied 
to try to forestall restrictions imposed 
by Congress. 
It’s just plain outrageous. These peo­ 
ple who 24 years ago were down and out 
have what apparently America cannot 
afford. They have high-speed trains that 
run at an average of a hundred miles an 
hour for the 300 miles, equivalent to the 
Boston-Washington 
run, 
from Tokyo 
to Osaka. 
They 
are superbly design­ 
ed, 
immaculate, rarely more than a 
few minutes off schedule. The Tokaido 
super - express, started in 1964, car­ 
ried its two hundred millionth passenger 
the other day, and the state-operated 
line has already paid for itself. 
In both Germany and Japan spending on 
so-called defense, 
measured by the 
share of the gross national product go­ 
ing into weapons, is only a small frac­ 
tion of what it is in the United States. 
That means more money for the general 
welfare. It means industry can spend 
more on research for the consumer 
as against weapons research. 
Broad hints are beginning to come 
from highly placed Americans that both 
nations should step up their defense 
spending. They should carry a bigger 
share of the burden and not simply rely 
on the U.S. nuclear umbrella and the 
Seventh Fleet. This, however, carries 
with it a risk. 
It is the revival of the militarism 
that sent these two powerful peoples 
charging out to conquer the world. That 
may seem ludicrous in light of Japan’s 
tiny self-defense force and Germany’s 
ground troops, which bear little resem­ 
blance to the highly trained army that 
overran Europe. But the hawkish re­ 
marks being made by retired Gen. Mi­ 
noru Genda, one of the planners of the 
Pearl Harbor attack, during his Ameri­ 
can lecture tour show that militarism 
is not dead, despite the guarantees of 
pacifism in the Japanese constitution. 
What officials in Washington find hard 
to understand is that the two nations, 
with their high continuing prosperity, 
do not come forward to give a bigger lift 


to the developing nations. Germany is a 
junior partner in the consortium provid­ 
ing broad economic help for India and 
Pakistan. Individual companies in Japan 
are active in financing and promoting ad­ 
vanced industry and technology in the de­ 
veloping world. Yet the total amount — 
the percentage of GNP going into this 
channel — is far below the potential for 
two such affluent powers. 
Their failure to take the leadership 
is 
more conspicuous and against the 
background of America’s own troubles. 
The balance - of - payments problem 
and the increasing resistance to foreign 
aid in Congress and the country are big 
roadblocks in the way of continuing 
the American program of help to coun­ 
tries trying to achieve economic growth 
and a higher standard of living. 


Gratitude is perhaps the rarest com­ 
modity in international 
relations. Yet 
Americans are beginning to ask why, 
when we gave so generously, are they 
now not helping others. If there is a 
trend in the United States toward a new 
isolationism, as former Secretary of 
State 
Dean 
Rusk believes, 
this is 
one reason. 
The Japanese answer is that “ we are 
not ready. We are still only 19th in the 
world in per capita income. Large seg­ 
ments of our economy, the tarms, small 
business, are still far below the indus­ 
trialized sector.” Yet for the visitor, 
seeing this overwhelming boom, the 
signs of growth everywhere, that ans­ 
wer is hard to accept.
